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Cowbridge 
traders dig 
in for fight 
against rise 
in the rates 


THE revelation in 
last week’s GEM 
that businesses in 
Cowbridge are set 
to be hit very hard 
by proposed rates 
rises next April, has 
led traders to band 
together to oppose 
the plans. 

In a spot check last 
week, it seems that some 
areas of Cowbridge are 
facing much bigger rate 
rises than neighbouring 
towns. 

The increased rates 
arise from the periodic 
revaluation of business 
premises, conducted by 
representatives of the 
UK Government, which 
usually occurs every 
five years to reflect 
changes in the property

market. 

The proposed 

increase in rateable 
value across Cowbridge 
is estimated to be 25 per 
cent, with values at the 
Eastgate end of town 
seeing the highest rise, 
up by an average of 
nearly 45 per cent. 

Sally Stephenson 
runs The Pencil Case in 
Eastgate, and was 
responsible for spotting 
what was in the pipeline. 

She told The GEM 
that she was at a loss to 
explain why Eastgate 
had been singled out for 
such a steep rise. 

She said: “I really 
don’t think that anything 


has changed here in 
Eastgate over the last 
eight years. We haven’t 
suddenly become more 
fashionable.” 

As a result of last 
week’s revelations, 
there have been a series 
of meetings. 

Traders will be taking 
to the street this 
Saturday (October 29) at 
8.30am, before shops 
open, to demand that the 
Welsh Government 
should take action and 
offer help. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
came to meet traders last 
week, and he was keen 
to highlight differences 
between Wales and 
England.

A Llanblethian 
father and his two 
sons finished the

Simon Farrington and 
sons Joshua, 29,and 
Jack, 26, both former 
Cowbridge Compre¬ 
hensive pupils, 
completed the London 
challenge in memory of 
Josh’s mother-in-law 
Sharon Mirek, who died 
in May from cancer. 

She was diagnosed the 
day after Josh married 
her daughter, Hayley, in 
America on October 24 
last year. 

Simon, who along 
with Jack, runs the 
Elephant & Bun 
delicatessen on 
Cowbridge High Street, 
said: “My wife, Sheila 
,and I have such fond 
memories of Sharon and 
her husband, Craig. Both 
came over from their 
Rochester home in 
western New York to 
stay with us a couple of 
years ago and loved 
Cowbridge. 


“The wedding was 
magical; the best four- 
day bash you can 
imagine and the Mireks 
were the perfect hosts to 
our family and friends 
who made the long trip 
for the wedding. 

“At a post-wedding 
brunch, Sharon was 
taken ill and within 
hours was diagnosed 
with pancreatic cancer. 

“She was so vivacious 
and outgoing and she 
fought it so bravely with 
her husband and three 
daughters, Hayley, 
Melissa and Taylor, 
alongside her. 

Both Josh and Hayley 
were with her in 
Rochester during her 
final days.” 

And Hayley, 29, in a 
bittersweet moment two 
weeks before her 55- 
year-old mum passed 
away, was able to tell 
her that she is expecting 
a baby girl, due two 
weeks into the New 
Year. 

Simon added: “It has 
been such a difficult 
year for Josh and 
Hayley, especially these 
past few days, as they 
celebrate their first 
wedding anniversary and 
prepare for parenthood. 
They travelled back and 



forward to America to 
spend much time with 
Sharon, while both 
settling into new jobs in 
London, where they now 
live. 

“There has been much 
fundraising by Sharon’s 
family and friends in 
America for pancreatic 
cancer research and we 
were determined that the 
British part of the family 
should do their bit.

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Remembering 
Aberfan horror 


1 KNOW that all 
Vale residents 
joined me in 
reflecting on the 
50th anniversary of 
the Aberfan 
disaster, which took 
place last week. 

There are not words 
to describe what 
happened on October 21, 
1966, as 144 people - 
including, of course, 116 
children - lost their 
lives. 

When the pupils 
attending Pantglas Junior 
School left their homes 
that morning, they could 
never have imagined the 
catastrophic events that 
were about to follow. 

The photographs 
taken in the aftermath 
illustrate the scale of the 
devastation that 
occurred, as so many 
people lost their loved 


ones. Parents and 
grandparents lost their 
children and 
grandchildren, siblings 
lost their brothers and 
sisters and a whole 
community would never 
be the same again. 

I think not only of 
those who lost their lives 
- the children who 
would not grow up to be 
adults - but also the 
survivors, and the brave 
emergency services and 
other people who risked 
their lives to save others. 

For those affected by 
the disaster, the pain will 
never go away, and my 
thoughts are with them, 
as they remember what 
happened on that day 50 
years ago.

Autism families are 
under huge stress 


E ight years of an 
ineffective All-Wales 
Strategic Plan for 
autism, with worsening 
services over the past five 
years, focussed the 
attention of us all in the 
autism community on the 
autism debate at the 
Sennedd. 

So the debate on October 12 
was much welcomed as an 
opportunity to, finally, 
acknowledge the constant 
struggle that autism families in 
Wales face on a daily basis. 

I have faced this personally 
with my autistic son, now 18 and 
living out of county due to a 
crisis we had through lack of 
appropriate support. I have run 
an autism support group for 13 
years, and we have witnessed and 
supported families through the 
consequences of dreadful 
experiences through social 
services, health, education, 
CAMHS (Child and Adolescent 
Mental Health Services). 

Families are under enormous 
stress because of untimely and ill- 
informed services. It can take 


ages to even get a diagnosis. 
When my son was diagnosed, we 
were given no information, and 
the same is happening now - 
despite eight years of an autism 
strategy. 

The debate was well-attended 
and well-argued in favour of an 
Autism bill and Act, on a par with 
England and Northern Ireland’s 
legislation. But it was knocked on 
the head by the Welsh Labour 
Government, some of whom 
attended the final few moments 
of the debate simply to vote 
against. 

The reaction from us in the 
autism community is dismay, 
outrage and determination to 
continue the campaign for 
acceptance that autism needs its 
own, specific, legislation. We 
aren’t going away. 

Every parent of an autistic 
child is scared what will happen 
when they die and their child, 
young person or adult is left to 
the lottery of the current system. 

We have no confidence that 
non autism-specific legislation or 
a refreshed strategy is going to do 
any better for us and our children, 
young people and adults with 


autism.

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson responded: “We 
already have both the legislative 
and policy levers to support 
people with autism. 

“Our Social Services and Well¬ 
being Act came into force in April 
of this year and puts the 
individual at the heart of 
decisions about care and support, 
and aims to meet those needs. 

“We are about to publish our 
refreshed ASD Strategic Action 
Plan, following consultation with 
people with autism and their 
families, where only two 
responses mentioned the need for 
more legislation. 

“However the Minister has 
met with NAS Cymru, who are 
working with officials to explore 
whether there are parts of their 
proposed Bill that cannot already 
be delivered by these approaches 
and other initiatives, such as our 
investment in a National 
Integrated Autism Service 
through our Intermediate Care 
Fund. ” 


'Autism Act struggle continues' 


O N Wednesday, 

October 12, there 
was a debate in the 
Senedd on the need for an 
Autism Act in Wales. 

Welsh Conservatives called on 
the Welsh Labour Government to 
support the estimated 34,000 
people (approx, one per cent of 
the population) and their families 
in Wales who live with autism. 

Labour, led by Carwyn Jones 
AM, voted not to provide specific 
legislation to protect and support 
those people affected by autism. 

It was the only major party not 
to include an Autism Act in its 
Welsh manifesto, so it was 
particularly disappointing to see 
the Liberal Democrats’ only AM, 
Kirsty Williams, vote with 
Labour in this debate. 

Autism is neither a mental 
health condition nor a learning 
difficulty, but the majority of 
those diagnosed with autism will 
develop a mental health condition 
and some people with autism are 
learning-disabled. 

As autism lacks a statutory 
identity in Wales, people are 
often unable to access effective 
and much-needed support. 

It is a lifelong condition, yet 
many of the services needed are 
highly fragmented and are subject 


to a postcode lottery and only 
available at certain times, usually 
a crisis. 

The Welsh Government’s 
autism strategy is a voluntary 
‘wish list’ with no legal 
obligation on local health boards 
or local authorities to implement 
it. It is, therefore, vital that 
Wales’ autism community enjoy 
the same statutory support as 
their English and Northern 
Irish counterparts. However, as 
with Wales, Scotland doesn’t 
have an Act for autism. 

The proposed legislation 
sought to ensure increased 
support for people of all ages, by 
addressing issues such as 
employment (just one in 10 
people with autism are in paid 
work), making improvements to 
educational outcomes, health and 
social services and access to 
housing. 

Currently, these areas present 
significant challenges for people 
with autism, placing them at an 
unfair disadvantage to the rest of 
society, making it difficult for 
them to live independent lives. 

Rarely have I seen so many 
people in the public areas of the 
Senedd present for a debate. It 
was great to see so many people 
watching this issue be debated 
and supporting families like my 


own. The demand for an Autism 
Act for Wales has never been 
greater nor more necessary. 

The coverage by the media on 
this debate and the vote has been 
obscenely poor. 

Just as I have fought many 
battles for my family member and 
friends, this fight for an Autism 
Act will go on. The National 
Autistic Society has played an 
active and vital role in getting 
this debated in the Assembly, and 
its members, staff and volunteers 
should be acknowledged in their 
achievements. 

The NAS has branches 
throughout the UK and the 
Bridgend branch is an active 
organisation offering support and 
activities for people whose lives 
are touched by autism. In the 
eight years that I have been a 
member, the group’s numbers 
have swollen, so meetings can be 
‘standing room only’. 

If you are touched by autism, 
please do not hesitate to go along 
for the support you may need.

Traders dig in for 
rates rise fight

He said that George Osborne’s final budget 
announced that from April 2017, the UK 
Government would be raising the small business 
rate relief (SBRR) from businesses with a rateable 
value of £6,000 to those with a maximum rateable 
value of £15,000. 

In addition, the UK Government is set to change 
the administration of business rates in England by 
switching the yearly uprating from the higher Retail 
Price Index to the lower Consumer Price Index. 

Taken together, he insists that these policies have 
the potential to significantly mitigate the impact of 
re-valuation in towns such as Cowbridge. 

Mr Cairns said: “High streets are the foundation 
of the economy, and provide an invaluable social 
and cultural function. These independent shops, 
local institutions in their own right, must be given 
the opportunity to survive and thrive with better rate 
relief - as will be available in England. 

“It cannot be right that businesses in Cowbridge 
and across Wales end up paying more than they 
would on the other side of Severn.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt told The GEM that she was 
aware of the issue. 

She said: “I am backing the Cowbridge 
businesses and am exploring ways I can support 
them.” 

A Cowbridge businessperson, who spoke to The 
GEM on the condition of anonymity, said that the 
Welsh Government was “not aligned with its 
counterparts over the border”. 

“I am hoping that the Welsh Government will 
review the matter.” 

Sally Stephenson opened The Pencil Case on 
Eastgate in 2014. 

She said: “I nearly had a heart attack when I saw 
the new values the Government announced, which 
will affect, possibly put out of business companies 
already feeling the squeeze. 

“A rise in inflation, the impact of the minimum 
wage and the cost of goods rising after the Brexit 
referendum are bad enough, but now this? 

“The massive increase in business rates will put 
us at a disadvantage with businesses nearby not

Simon continued: “For Josh and Jack it was their 
first taste of half marathon running but I was proud 
of both of them and as we took in the sights of 
London with 16,000 other runners, we constantly 
reminded each other of who we were running for.” 

Simon was also full of praise for the deli’s loyal 
customer base which contributed £450 to a raffle to 
win a deli hamper. 

“Jack and I were overwhelmed by people’s 
generosity; everybody seemed to have a story to tell 
about cancer and in particular about pancreatic 
cancer, which has an unbelievably low survival 
rate.” 


affected by this unrealistic hike.” 

‘Morgan’, who has recently opened a business in 
Cowbridge, said: “I simply do not understand how 
the Welsh Government has arrived at these figures, 
and why the rateable value of some properties, only 
80 yards up the road on Eastgate, have risen so 
sharply. 

“Does the Welsh Government want us 
independent retailers to go out of business in favour 
of the big chains that can absorb such rises better 
than small businesses? 

“It’s going to kill the high streets in Wales.” 

“I must now nearly double my forecast profit in 
the first year of operation to cover this rise. 

“I will be appealing this decision and hope that all 
other businesses here will do the same.” 

The GEM approached the Welsh Government, 
and a spokesman said that a comparison with 
England was not straightforward. 

He said: “The UK Government is not raising 
SBRR from £6,000 to £15,000, it is raising the 
threshold for 100 per cent relief from £6,000 to 
£12,000 and the thresholds for partial relief from 
£6,001-£12,000 to £12,001 to £15,000. 

“The UK Government has announced it will 
change the yearly uprating of the multiplier from 
RPI to CPI, but not until 2020-21. 

“Our Small Business Rates Relief scheme will 
save small businesses in Wales from having to pay 
£100m in tax. Our scheme will benefit a greater 
proportion of smaller businesses than England’s 
equivalent scheme. In Wales, more than half of all 
eligible businesses will pay no rates - compared to 
just a third in England. This is because there is a 
higher proportion of small businesses in Wales. 

“The revaluation itself is not under our control 
but we know it may affect some businesses’ 
eligibility. Our £10m transitional relief scheme, 
which will be available from April 1, 2017 when 
revaluation comes into effect, will be fully funded by 
the Welsh Government - unlike the scheme in 
England which simply takes money from one 
business to give to another. 

“The Pencil Case will be one of the many small 
businesses in Wales to directly benefit from this 
support and we would be happy to discuss this 
further. 

“These are draft valuations published six months 
in advance to allow ratepayers to check their 
property and valuation details. 

“If ratepayers think their valuations are incorrect 
they should notify the VGA as soon as possible.”

T he October 
meeting of the 
St Hilary WI 
was held in the 
village hall.

rehabilitation). 

Steve gave a brief 
resume of his long and 
varied career. He spent 
10 years in the NHS 


working in various 
specialities. At this time, 
he also played rugby for 
Pontypridd, Pontypool 
and Cardiff RFCs and 
held the position of team 
physiotherapist at Cardiff 
until 1990, when he 
moved into the newly 
established DTR Clinic. 

He has been involved 
in physiotherapy for the 
Barbarians rugby team, 
the men’s ATP tennis tour 
and many Welsh athletics 
events. 

Today, Steve 

continues to have strong 
links with local 
sportsmen. In his talk, 
Steve took into account 
that most members of his 
audience were of a more 
mature age and he gave a 
great deal of practical 
advice and information. 

He described, in 
layman’s terms, the 
nature of knee, hip and 
shoulder replacements 


and their rehabilitation. 
He also emphasised the 
need to exercise . 

To take to your bed, 
especially with back 
pain, will not help. 
Joints need to keep 
moving to function 
properly. 

Steve told members 
how much treatment has 
developed over the years. 
Back in the 1960s, for 
example, a torn cartilage 
was removed in its 
entirety, which involved 
two weeks bed-rest in 
hospital and six weeks 
off work whereas 
nowadays, it is a matter 
of keyhole surgery and 
only a few days off work. 

After a highly 
informative talk, Steve 
was willing to chat to 
members on their own 
personal concerns. After 
thanking Steve, 

refreshments provided by 
Barbara Gay and Jackie 
Roberts were served. 

The next meeting will 
be held on Tuesday, 
November 8 with the 
theme ‘Christmas 

flowers’, presented by 
Mrs Mary Grey.

Tet’s all pull 
together for the 
Poppy Appeal!’ 


THEY’RE back! It’s Poppy 
Appeal time once again and the 
large poppies are back on the 
lamp posts in Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian. 

As before, those in the town centre 
contain information about each 
individual, but there is a difference. 

Focusing on the maxim “We will 
remember them”, the Poppy Appeal 
has attempted to give us a potted 
history of each of the Fallen. 

What is included varies; most 
include date and place of birth and of 
their death, on many there is other 
information, such as where they lived, 
their employment, their connection 
with the area, and their family. 

Once again, the poppies have been 
fixed to a post close to their home or 
workplace. 

A spokesperson said: “We want to 
show everyone that these were real 
people who lived in the same area as 
we do, walked the same streets and 
who, until war broke out, had everyday 
lives just like us; the range of jobs they 
did, and demonstrate a real sense of 
community. 

“We have a postman, police 
constable, solicitor, monumental 
sculptor, printer, teachers, haulier, the 
sons of a doctor, draper, and sweet 
shop owner, and three bankers, who 
worked in what are now Barclays, 
HSBC and the NatWest. 

These men also had families who 
grieved for them and instances, such as 


brothers who perished, the man who 
left three young children and those 
whose children were bom within days 
of their death, probably without them 
even knowing, are especially 
poignant.” 

The scenario is brought more 
vividly into context if we consider the 
number who gave their lives - against 
the size of the parishes in those days. 
When World War One started, 
Cowbridge and Flanblethian were 
much smaller than they are today; far 
fewer houses and populations 
numbering around 1,200 and 750 
respectively. They were also much 
smaller than now, prior to the Second 
World War. 

‘We will remember them’ inevitably 
relates to the past and those who have 
given their lives for us, and it is 
important we do not forget them. The 
forthcoming Poppy Appeal is about the 
men, women and families of our armed 
forces in today’s troubled times and 
who need and deserve our support. 

The poppies on lamp posts are only 
part of it, the ‘Paint the Town Red’ 
campaign, and the large poppies and 
quilts in window displays contributed 
by the Cutting Edge Group, and which 
will be put up shortly, mn hand in hand 
with the Poppy Appeal in attempting to 
lift the level of the whole atmosphere 
in the area and stimulate interest. 

The GEM gives the appeal its 
wholehearted support and encourages 
everyone to give generously. It’s only 
once a year - let’s make the most of it!

AS part of the Vale Council’s 
annual canvass, households in 
the Vale of Glamorgan have 
received household enquiry 
forms asking residents to 
check that the information 
that appears on the Electoral 
Register for that address is 
correct. 

This opportunity also allows 
residents to change their Open 
Register status. 

The Open Register is an extract of 
the Electoral Register - or. Electoral 
Roll - which lists the names and 
addresses of everyone who has 
registered to vote. 

The Open Register, however, is 
not used for elections, but can be 
bought by any person, company or 


organisation. 

One of the main purposes of the 
Open Register is for marketing. 

A council spokesman said: “Your 
name and address will be included in 
the Open Register, unless you ask for 
them to be removed. 

“Doing so will not affect your 
right to vote or your credit score, and 
you can opt out of the register at any 
time.”

Carolyn, who suffers 
from Crohn’s Disease,

She remains a bank 
worker with All Care 
and so is sometimes 
called on to visit some of 
her previous service- 
users. 


“I suppose I have 
always had a caring 
nature,” she said. “I get 
great satisfaction from 
the job and find it very 
rewarding. 

“It was a big shock to 
learn I had been 
nominated and then 
shortlisted, but it’s nice 
to know that you are 
doing something right.” 

Despite suffering 
from Crohn’s Disease, 
which meant several

“But I now have 
arthritis, so I am limited 
to walking. I love the 
outdoors, especially 
walking in west Wales, 
such as the coastal 
path.”

Coun Driscoll added: “The village is 
hugely proud of Hannah, and rightly 
so. After the 2012 London Olympics 
post boxes in winning athletes’ home 
towns were painted gold as a 
permanent tribute. We think it’s only 
right that Dinas Powys’ very own 
Olympic hero gets such a permanent 
tribute locally.”

HEN it was 
announced, way back 
in 2012, that Tom 
Cruise (all 5ft Tins of him) was 
to bring Lee Childs’ 6ft Sins 
Jack Reacher character to the 
big screen, it was met with 
howls of derision from fans of 
Childs’ books as well as film 
fans who couldn’t see Cruise 
bringing the character to life. 

If that year’s Jack Reacher was a 
lukewarm success, it didn’t damage 
the prospects of another Reacher 
outing, which finally hits screens with 
the subtitle Never Go Back. 

Based on the book of the same 
name, Reacher returns to his army 
roots to meet Major Susan Turner 
(Cobie Smulders) whom he has 
recently assisted on a case. 

When he learns that Turner has 
been arrested on charges of espionage, 
and then he himself stands accused of 
murder, Reacher smells a cover-up 
and breaks himself and Turner out of 
jail in order to find out what is going 
on. 

Their task is made more difficult 
by a killer on the pair’s tail (played by 
Patrick Heusinger) and a girl, 
Samantha (Danika Yarosh) who may 
or may not be Reacher’s daughter, 
who becomes embroiled in their 
plans... 

The ‘brand’ of Tom Cruise has 
spent the last decade firmly 
establishing what you should expect 
from a film starring the star. While 
there have been some deviations from 
the formula, whether it’s playing for 
laughs under prosthetics in Tropic 
Thunder, or playing a grey-haired 
contract killer in Collateral, the 
majority of Cruise’s output has seen 
the actor deliver solid action 
blockbusters that haven’t really 
stretched the acting muscles but have 
provided much entertainment. 

2012’s Jack Reacher, while an 
adaptation of Lee Childs’ character, 
was also very much an exercise in 
mining Cruise’s particular set of skills 
for maximum effect, and while not a 
great success was, in the eyes of this 
critic, a reasonably enjoyable plot- 
driven action film. 

The same can be said of Never Go 
Back, a film that tries to mine deeper 
depths than the first Reacher outing 
and while not wholly convincing, still 
makes for a slick thriller that will 
satisfy but won’t linger too long 
afterwards. 

It’s a dependable piece of 
filmmaking, a Tom Cruise production 
we are informed over the opening 
sequence, and one that delivers and 
provides all you would expect both 
from star and genre. 

The plot is a classic one, innocent- 


gears into a film about how this 
thrown-together, dysfunctional family 
co-exist in order to see justice done. 

The film pivots around these three 
roles and why there’s nothing mind- 
blowing on show, the turns sit 
perfectly well within the confines of 
the film. Cruise can’t help but inject 
his own brand of movie star charisma 
into proceedings, but with the plot 
developments of his relationship both 
with Samantha and Cobie Smulders’ 
Susan, there’s a little bit more depth 
on top of the usual physical exertions. 

Meanwhile, Smulders is decent and 
makes for a more compelling foil than 
just being a damsel in distress, and 
Yarosh’s Samantha is a welcome 
spanner in their plans, offering a 
sparky performance that has 
chemistry with Cruise. 

The villains of the piece are 
nondescript at best, Robert Knepper’s 
shadowy general barely even 
registering while Patrick Heusinger’s 
The Hunter is intriguing in name only, 
playing the slightly cliched role of 
lethal killer but one whose keen 
abilities seem to falter whenever he 
comes into contact with the film’s 
hero. 

Edward Zwick steps into the 
director’s chair, replacing Christopher 
McQuarrie, and brings his innate 
ability to marry action and story and 
does a decent fist of it. Zwick’s recent 
output has been hit-and-miss, and 
while there’s nothing here that 
suggests he is anywhere near 
returning to his best form, he puts a 
high-quality sheen to proceedings 
here, with engaging set-pieces 
working just as well as the more 
measured familial issues that the films 
hangs on. 

It may seem an awkward mix, and 
sometimes it does feel a little like it, 
as for a film based around action and 
thrilling plot, the is-she-isn’t-she? 
status of Samantha (and the chemistry 
between Reacher and Susan) takes up 
much of the thrust of the film’s story, 
but its familial plot machinations 
elsewhere mean that this gives the 
film a slightly different dynamic. 

It’s not a film that is likely to hang 
round in your head any longer than it 
has to, and is unlikely to trouble 
anybody’s end-of-year lists, but for 
disposable and dependable fun.

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Looking back on a packed agenda for October 


O ctober has been another busy 
month for the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and one that has seen us 
address what we know to be an issue of 
great concern for many Vale residents - 
littering and dog fouling. 

As many of you will have seen in last week’s 
GEM, Environmental Enforcement Officers are 
now on patrol in the Vale of Glamorgan, with the 
power to issue on-the-spot penalties for 
environmental crimes. 

Littering, dog fouling, and graffiti are all now 
being tackled by specialist officers, who have the 
power to issue on-the-spot penalties of £75. The 
officers will be patrolling streets, parks, playing 
fields and open spaces throughout the Vale of 
Glamorgan and have legal powers to stop anyone 
they see committing offences. 

Covert operations and investigations will be 
carried out to tackle fly-tipping. Enforcement of 
byelaws will also be addressed, but as some of these 
have faded in people’s minds, for an initial period, 
warnings may be issued. 

Former Forces? 

SSAFA has 
^Got Your Back/ 

SSAFA, the Armed Forces’ charity, this 
week launched its ‘Got Your Back’ 
campaign to encourage vulnerable 
veterans of working-age in Cardiff and 
the Vale, to come forward for help. 

The branch has supported 121 people so far this 
year, but SSAEA believes there are many more local 
veterans who would benefit, but are not asking for 
help. 

Cardiff^ and the Vale of Glamorgan veterans and 
their families who are in need can contact SSAFA’s 
Forcesline which is confidential and free of the 
chain of command, either by Freephone on 0800 731 
4880 or by emailing the team via 
www.ssafa.org.uk/gotyourback. The charity is also 
asking members of the public who may be concerned 
about a veteran to encourage them to contact SSAFA 
Forcesline for help. 


However, this won’t be the norm and this initial 
period won’t last long, so please be aware of this 
new enforcement regime. We will, of course, be 
reviewing their success over the coming months and 
I hope that offences will reduce. 

The enforcement patrols will include some on the 
public spaces and parks, and will specifically 
include the parks and play areas we have recently 
invested in. Since 2012, this Labour-led Council 
has invested in over 40 play areas and more are on 
the way. 

This will include the £100,000 plus we will be 
spending to upgrade Penarth’s cliff top play area 
and the £70,000 to turn the existing children’s play 
area at Salisbury Road in Barry, soon to be known 
as Eforest Community Park, into a public park that 
the whole community can enjoy. 

We will also target hot-spot play areas that we 
know are being vandalised, and where dogs are 
defecating - even though it is a children’s 
playground. 

Although we have introduced this new 
enforcement regime, I am still pleased to confirm 
that the latest Keep Wales Tidy figures show that we 
have some of Wales’ cleanest streets. However, we 
still know some areas can be blighted by the 
irresponsible actions of some people. 

On the theme of enforcement services and 
animals, our shared regulatory service (with 
Bridgend and Cardiff councils) has received two 
awards at an RSPCA presentation reception 
clinching a bronze award in the animal 
establishment category and silver in the stray dog 
section. A lot of hard work has gone into achieving 
the high standards we currently enjoy and we are 
proud of the positive work being done by shared 
regulatory services, demonstrating what can be 
achieved by effective co-operation between 
authorities. 

In terms of co-operation, I would like to refer to 
our work with the young people of the Vale of 
Glamorgan and would like to congratulate Daniel 
Marshall from Cowbridge, who was re-elected as 
Youth Mayor for the Vale for a second year, by a 
poll of young people that took place across the 
county borough this month during Local 
Democracy Week. 

Since establishing the council’s youth cabinet in 
2014 it, along with the Vale Youth Eorum, has 
produced some fantastic work, ensuring that young

Daniel will again take on the responsibility of 
leading the youth cabinet. He will be ably assisted 
by the newly-elected deputy Youth Mayor, Daley 
Chapman from Barry. 

I would also like to refer to the other candidate 
Rhys Powell, who lost out to Daley in a very, very 
close contest to establish the new deputy Youth 
Mayor.

This year. Central Park in Barry is to host the 
town’s first ever ice rink and will become home to a 
series of attractions as part of its transformation into 
‘Ice Central’. 

It is being delivered, as I intimated, in partnership 
with Mack Events, the team behind the hugely 


successful GlastonBarry festival. 

I am looking forward to this new event, which 
will see an undercover rink created in the park 
adjacent to Barry Town Hall and will be opened 
after the big ‘switch-on’ of Barry’s Christmas Lights 
on November 26 at 5pm. 

Ice Central will offer seasonal food, drinks and 
live music as well as a family-friendly festive- 
skating experience. The rink will be open for eight 
days and will be the centrepiece of the Vale 
Council’s winter events programme for 2016. 

As well as providing festive fun for families from 
the Vale and beyond, we hope the event, which is 
the first of its kind in the town, will provide a boost 
to local traders at what we know is a very important 
time of year. 

It will open at 5.30pm on November 26 and every 
day until December 4. There will be late night 
events on Friday, Saturdays and Sundays and prices 
will start from £3, with a family ticket available for 
£ 10 . 

On a more sombre note, I would like to close my 
column with thanks to all of those who took a 
moment to commemorate the 50th anniversary of 
one of Wales’ greatest tragedies, the man-made 
disaster that took place at 9:15am on September 21, 
1966, in Aberfan. 

As someone who was brought up in a mining 
village in the Sirhowey Valley, I remember only too 
clearly as a 15-year-old, arriving at school and 
hearing the horrific news of the coal tip sliding 
down the mountain into the village and the school 
below. 

I have vivid memories of the devastation that 
took place and the shockwave that echoed through 
the valleys and the mining community. It was a 
time when every local collier and able-bodied 
person forgot everything else, and gathered together 
to help in whatever way they could. 

I had the privilege to represent the council, along 
with the deputy Mayor and deputy Mayoress, at the 
commemorative service in St David’s Parish 
Church in Merthyr Tydfil. It was a moving 
experience, to say the least. 

I would also like to thank the many council 
colleagues, contractors and residents who gathered 
with me outside the Civic Offices on Friday, 
October 21 to mark the 50-year anniversary of the 
tragic disaster. I think it was poignant to mark the 
occasion in Barry, a town that was built on coal, 
using a school bell to start and end the minute’s 
silence. 

It was a moment to remember not only those lives 
that were lost, but also those who survived and who 
were and still are deeply affected by that day. 

I would also like to thank those in the Vale of 
Glamorgan who took the time to share the grief of 
Aberfan.

Remembrance: 
My family and 
Granddad Skipper 


JONATHON GEORGE 
SKIPPER: Rifleman

Missing on October 7, 
1916-aged 36. 
EVERY year, 
November 11 comes 
around and as I 
have grown older, I 
reflect on the 
sacriflees of the 
Great War - 
sacriflees which my 
granddad made 
and the effect it had 
on his widow, my 
own mother and 
her brothers and 
sister. 

I was born in 1939, 
some 33 years after 
Granddad Skipper was 
killed, and that in itself 
is a long time. In the 
small terraced house at 
200 Stafford Road, Great 
Yarmouth, a beautiful 
photo of Jonathan 
Skipper hung on the 
wall. 

I remember it well 
because I was evacuated 
there at one stage during 
the Second World War 
until they started 
bombing Great 
Yarmouth and I was 
returned, with my sister, 
to our home in 
Twickenham. 

Sadly, that photo did 
not survive the floods 
that hit Great Yarmouth 
and Stafford Road in 
1953. 

I also recall that my 
mother and her family 
rarely referred to the lost 
of their father and their 
brother, Arthur, in the 
Second World War. 

It was more than 
likely that in the harsh 
winter of 1947, my 
mother would have 
referred to the tough 
times she went through 
as a child. She had to 
leave Great Yarmouth 
Grammar School at 14, 
to learn sewing and 
dressmaking which she 
took in to help the 
family’s finances. She 
was the second eldest 
and there were three 
younger children to be 
brought up with no 
father. 

So how has history 
affected my outlook? 
About 20 years ago, I 
started to research my 
grandfather’s death. 


Initially with the help of 
the War Graves 
Commission, I 
discovered his memorial 
at Thiepval. I also was 
able to establish the day, 
the battle and the ghastly 
deaths that occurred on 
October 7, 1916. On my 
mother’s death, his final 
letter was passed to my 
sister and then onto me. 
It is so precious and I 
am deeply proud of his 
sacrifice. The words in 
his letter sum up the 
sentiment of an ordinary 
soldier separated from 
his wife and young 
family. 

I cannot watch the 
Cenotaph Service or the 
concert from the Albert 
Hall, which I had the 
privilege to attend in my 
70th year, without my 
own emotions welling 
up. It brings back all the 
memories of the great 
hardship in which Nana 
Skipper brought up her 
family. Also the 
emotions my own 
mother expressed every 
year on November 11. 

I have revisited 
Thiepval now on three 
occasions, the last being 
when I took my 
daughter, son-in-law and 
two grandchildren for a 
long weekend to soak up 
all the atmosphere of the 
battlefields and the 
fascinating museums in 
Ypres. 

My grandson is nearly 
16 and on my death will 
inherit the ‘box of Eirst 
World War memorabilia’ 
I have collected over the 
last two decades. 

As he is studying 
history at A-level at 
school, he already has a 
strong interest in both 
the Eirst and Second 
World Wars. I know I 
will be leaving my 
collection in good 
hands! 

It is so sad to see that 
we still have not learnt 
lessons from the horrors 
of those two World Wars. 
I just hope that the huge 
sacrifices that were 
made between 1914 and 
1918 will never have to 
be repeated and that 
wherever possible, 
families, like my own, 
will pass on those 
personal memories that 
have been so important 
to me.

Keep wildlife 
safe when you 
plan a bonfire 
blaze!

WITH bonfire 
night and 
Hallowe’en fast 
approaching, the 
British Hedgehog 
Preservation 
Society (BHPS), 
and its patron 
Twiggy, are urging 
people to build 
bonfires on the day 
they are to be lit, to 
save hedgehogs and 
other wildlife from 
appalling suffering. 

It will not only save 
wildlife from burning to 
death but will also stop 
the bonfire from getting 
soaked should it rain the 
night before! 

Fay Vass, chief 
executive of BHPS, said: 
“If material is stored on 
open ground in advance 
of having a bonfire, it’s 
crucial to dismantle it 
and move it to another 
spot just before lighting. 
Ensure it’s moved to 
clear ground - never on 
top of a pile of leaves as 


there could be a 
hedgehog underneath, 
and not too close to 
pampas grass which can 
ignite very easily, and is 
another favourite spot 
for hedgehogs to hide 
under.” 

Fay added that when a 
large bonfire must be 
built in advance, people 
should protect it while 
building by putting some 
chicken wire, at least 
one metre high, all the 
way around the bottom. 

This should be held in 
place with stakes and the 
wire should slope 
outwards at an angle to 
make it difficult to 
climb, as hedgehogs are 
good climbers! 

In case you have 
missed anything, light 
the fire from one side 
only and keep people 
away from the unlit side 
so that any hedgehogs 
can, hopefully, escape in 
peace. 


Barnardo’s launches 
new support service 


THE families of 
Armed Forces 
veterans can often 
be the forgotten 
victims of Service 
life, but now the 
children’s charity 
Barnardo’s Cymru 
has launched a new 
way of helping 
them. 

The Barnardo’s 
Cymru Families of 
Veterans’ Support 
Service (FVSS) has 
been set up to support 
children and their 
parents or carers with 
the challenges veterans’ 
families can face when 
adjusting to civilian life. 

Service families are 
often faced with unique 
challenges, ranging 
from family members 
returning home with a 
combat injury, or illness 
such as post traumatic 
stress disorder, to 
children having to adapt 
to a succession of new 
schools, disrupting their 
education and limiting 
their opportunities to 
sustain long term 
friendships. 

During their time in 
the Services there is a 


shared understanding of 
the issues that are faced 
by veterans, and formal 
and informal support 
networks are in place, 
but on leaving the 
Forces these are often 
lost. 

Although some 
families are able to re¬ 
establish support links 
back in the community 
and have networks of 
family and friends, 
others can find 
themselves isolated and 
struggling to cope. 

Bamardo’s Cymru

HOW awkward of 
the Minister Ken

The council has long 
denied it; their near- 
finalised LDP (Local 
Development Plan) 
excludes any bypass, 
while they maintain they 
can expand housing and 
increase traffic without 
it. 

To change now 
requires not only 
inserting this major road 
construction into the 
LDP, but also substantial 


changes at the congested 
junctions. Are they to 
plan a flyover junction at 
The Merrie Harrier and 
cliff removal at Baron’s 
Court? 

If they don’t insert it 
into the LDP, where does 
that lead the plan, with a 
transport issue “that has 
to be resolved”? 

The huge housing 
developments they want 
at Cosmeston and Sully 
can only make for 
gridlock at The Merrie 
Harrier etc. 

Coun Peter King as 
the cabinet member for 
transport recently said 
that “alternative 
transport links” would 
make a “lasting impact 
on traffic volumes”, but 


no-one believes him. 

Nor do we believe 
they’ll happen. 

Electrification of rail 
lines to Barry and 
Penarth is now shelved. 
Park and ride buses from 
Cosmeston across the 
Barrage are ill- 
conceived, with no bus 
lanes feasible. 

For cycling, they 
cannot even build an up- 
to-standard link from 
Dinas to Pont-y-Werin. 

The Minister’s 
statement strengthens the 
hope that people-power 
can stop the LDP’s 
highly excessive 
housebuilding 
allocations in the eastern 
Vale, and encourages 
objections to the latest 


additions at Upper 
Cosmeston Farm (due by 
midnight on Friday, 
October 28). 

With traffic issues to 
be resolved, the LDP 
inquiry has to be 
extended before 
allocating still more 
green fields for housing.

FoE MEET VALE AM TO 
DISCUSS INCINERATOR 


THE next meeting of 
Barry&Vale Friends of the 
Earth will be held on Tuesday, 
November 1 at 7.30pm in the 
Castle Hotel, Jewel Street, 
Barry. 

Members met with Jane Hutt AM 
and Neil McEvoy AM, to try to 
convince them that the Incinerator 
being constructed on Barry Dock is a 
waste plant, with a stockpile of more 
than 200 tons of wood chips. 

This means that the Incinerator 
should have had a full environmental 
impact assessment that would show it 
will cause more pollution than 
Aberthaw Power Station and that it is 
an accident waiting to happen. 


Large fires have occurred on 
Newport Docks, in the Llynfi Valley 
and in Coity because the wood chip 
piles have spontaneously ignited, 
sending clouds of pollution over a 
large area. 

The houses on Dock View Road are 
only 160 metres away from this site 
and local businesses are onlylO metres 
away. To put such a potential fire 
hazard on Barry’s Docks must be the 
height of madness and we hope that 
Natural Resources Wales will refuse an 
operating permit while our Assembly 
members take immediate action to 
prevent an environmental crime,

Each time I have 
requested lights on the 
junction/cross roads, I 
am informed there has 
to be a fatality before 
the request can be 
considered. 

It comes to 
something that lives 
have to be lost before 
anyone will do anything 
about an extremely 
dangerous predicament 
that can take the life of 
an adult, child or whole 
families. 

The situation has 
been made worse 
trafficwise since Tesco 
were given permission 
to open a supermarket 
on the corner which in 
all fairness, the area 
needed, as all local 
shops such as a bakery 
and greengrocers have 
disappeared from the 


area, leaving locals 
having to travel for 
requirements. 

I do not class all 
these overpriced comer 
shops as meeting the 
needs of the community. 

Cadoxton is not at the 
top of the list for money 
to be spent on it, unlike 
the Island or The Knap. 

Yes, Main Street and 
Vere Street have had a 
facelift, but if the rest of 
Barry saw these streets 
prior to the facelift - 
they were shocking, 
shameful, disgraceful, 
disgusting. 

If the council can 
afford to re-vamp their 
offices and afford 
annual pay rises, they 
can certainly afford to 
install traffic lights at 
the site in question.
